Maj.-Gen. Edgerton Asks for 
End of Politics 
Federal Power Aim Outlined 
in Chicago Speech 


California Obstacles Said to 


be on Increase 


CHICAGO, Feb. 15. 
E. Bdgerton, chief engineer of the 
Federal Power Commission, speaking 
before the Middle West Power Con- 
ference here today, declared that po- 
litical considerations “still are pre- 
venting application of the principles 
of the Federal Water Power Act to 
some of our major water powers.” 

Maj Edgerton said that the States 
do not all exert their extensive au- 
thority in the field of water wisely 
addine trat “the aim of the Federal 
Power Commission to further develop- 
ment of water power as economic 
conditions permit can be attained 
only if the States adopt a similar 
policy and if the existing restrictions 
upon important power streams are 
permanently removed.” 


TROUBLES HERE.

In comment- 
ing on the California situation, Maj. 
Edgerton said:

water and thereby preclude the pos- 
sibility of complete development of 
many power resources, remains to be 
determined, but in the particular

Y WAY OF COMPARISON 

The Municipal Power Bureau will not, 
it is announced, meet the rate fixed by the 
Los Angeles Gas and Electric Corporation 
for street lighting. The latter company, 
paying State, Federal and local taxes ind 


willing, even anxious, to sell current for 
street lighting purposes at 3 cents a kilo 
watt hour, while the political Power Bu- 
reau, paying no taxes, subject to no regu 
lation, and using electricity made by sup- 
posedly cheaper water power, says it has 
to have 4 cents a kilowatt hour to break 
even. 

The differential claimed by the municipal 
concern amounts to $300,000 a year, which 
comes out of the pockets of the taxpayers, 
since they are identical with the property 
owners who pay the street lighting rates. 
The Power Bureau is fond of reminding 
these property owners that they, them- 
selves, own the municipal plants, and argu- 


all the schemes the Power Bureau concocts. 
But when support of the Power Bursay 
costs 33 1-3 per cent more than a private 
company operating for profit charges for the 
Satie service, the property owners will hard- 
ly feel the force of these arguments. 

Most municipal ownership advocates 
brush aside the tax situation as of no im- 
portance, with the assertion that the taxa- 
tion of a municipally owned plant would 
merely be robbing Peter to pay Paul. The 


plant on the same basis as à privately 
owned plant would make possible a com- 
parison of efficiency that would absolutely 
damn political management. Taxes are 
not a small item of expense; they are a 
big one. The private corporation pays 7 
per cent of its gross takings to the State 
Treasury, 13½ per cent of its net profits to 
the Federal government, and local taxes 
on its nonoperative property, in addition to 
various franchise charges and fees. 

The total of such charges met by the 
private corporation is actually pot far from 
25 per cent of its gross business, so that 
the municipally owned plant has a book 
advantage, other things being equal, that 
ought to be decisive in any competitive 
struggle. Between two private businesses 
engaged in competition, an advantage of 1 
or 2 per cent is usually sufficient to put 
the business having it far in the lead. If 
any private business had a 25 per cent ad- 
vantage over ite competitor it would get 
all the business inside of six months. 

If it bad anything like the efficiency of 
a private company, therefore, the Power 
Bureau would be found underselling its ad- 
versary in every department; but the vor- 
poration, handicapped by its tax burden, is 
found in practice meeting every rate of the 
Power Bureau, underselling it in street 
lighting, and making a good profit besides. 

The taxes which the Power Bureau does 

not pay @re, of course, loaded upon the 
taxpayer. 
The real reason the Power Bureau is so 
anxions to take over its competitor and 
obtain an unregulated monopoly of the elec- 
tric business in this city is evident from 
this comparison. It has made half a dozen 
attempts to do so on one pretext or an- 
other in the last few years, but each time 
the “gas grab” bas been detected by the 
voters and smashed. ; 


LAST OF THE LIBERALS 

After forty years of continuous and 
faithful parliamentary service to his peonie 
and his King, Herbert Asquith, the last of 
the splendid galaxy of Gladstonian Liberals, 
bas received his final summons from 
the Ruler of all kings and peoples. Though 
two years ago his state of health entailed 
his retirement from active leadership of 
his disrupted party, his death will affect the 
course of political events in England to an 
extent at present impossible to foresee. 
What remains of the greatest of English 
political parties will now come under the 
control of the brilliant, emotional, but less 
dependable Welshman, David Lloyd George. 
Herbert Asquith, not so well remembered 
under his later title, Earl of Oxford, re- 
ceived his political schooling from Wil- 
liam Ewart Gladstone himself and remained 
faithful throughout his long parliamentary 
career to the principles of Liberalism enun- 
ciated by Britain’s “grand old man.” With 
him has passed away the last of the Lib- 
erals. From this time forward the party 
which in the days of Queen Victoria kept 
democracy alive in the British Isles and 
fought incessantly for the rights of the 
common man will no more play a part in 
the destinies of the British people. In its 
place to Oppose effectually the policies of 
the Tories will remain only a coalition of 
moderate Laborites and more radical Lib- 
erals. In the tomb of Herbert Asquith will 
be buried the hopes and cares, the suc- 


fine political party that has left an indelible 
mark on the progress of its own and other 
nations. 

On this side of the Atlantic Herbert As- 
quith will be remembered as one who truly 
appreciated the spirit of American democ- 
Tracy and understood the motives that ac- 
tuated our statesmen and diplomats in their 
national and international relations better 
than the molders of modern European 
thought. Even so far back as the days of 
the Spanish-American War, when European 
sympathy was almost entirely with the 
weaker power, Asquith publicly declared: 
“My sympathies are and have been from 
the first entirely and heartily with the 
United States.” He always advocated a 
drawing together of the American and En- 
Sliah people, “not,” as he said, “in a mere 
gust of transient enthusiasm, but by a 
strong and durable bond.” ce 

One cannot contemplate the career of the 
late Liberal leader without some reference 
to his wife, the brilliant Margot Tennant, 
whose strong personality colored the senti.

quith tended to grow more radical with 
increasing age and his socially ambitious 
wife worked hard to keep him within tho 
aristocratic fold.
